“Can we.”” he asked. “reduce the expendi- 
tures? J answer no. You cannot reduce 
the expenditures materially. The general 
expenses of the government will grow, 
rather than diminish. Indeed, the secre- 
tary of the treasury puts the expenditures 
for 1896 some millions higher than @hose for 
1895 and he is quite right ip that estimate.” 

Appealing directly to the republican sen- 
aiors, Mr. Gorman said: 

“You come into power on the 4th of 
March next under better conditions than we 
did on the 4th of March, 1893. *We have re- 
inoved from your pathway many obstruc- 
tions, You have, as compared with our 
work, little to do. You come with a ma- 
jority in tne other house aS great as you 
have here. You have in this body a major- 
ity equai to, if not greater, than that which 
We have. The re Sponsibility will be then 
on you. And I say to the Senator from 
Pennsylvania (Mr. Quay) that I, for one 
will treat him and his friends in a spirit 
afferent from that which he has manifest- 
ed to us. In any question that affects the 
finances of the government or that is nec- 
essary to prevent the bankruptcy of the 
‘reasury, Or that is necessary to reform the 
currency, I will help you; and you ought 
to volunteer to help us now.”’

DEPUTIES FURN HIM DOWN ON A VOTE 


Great Excitenient in the Chamber 
While the Ballots Are Counted. 


BRISSON AND LACOUR MUST ADVISE 


Parties Near President Casimir-Perier Are 
Pulling the Wircs tor Bourgeois to 
Succeed Dupuy.

Paris, January M.—In the chamber of 
deputies today M. Milleratd, socialist, in 
view of the resignation of M. Barthou, min- 
ister of public works, recommended an in- 
terpellation in regard to the guarantees of 
interest upon railway shares under the con- 
vention of 188. M. Milleraud reproached 
the ministry for their failure to support 
M. Barthou in demanding a limit to the 
guarantee, and proposed that the chamber 
appoint a commission of inquiry to decide 
whether M. Raynal, formerly minister of 
public works, should be prosecuted. 

M. Raynal replied to M. Milleraud’s 
Speech, but his remarks were extremely 
temperate. M. Raynal assented to the pro- 
posal to appoint a commission of inquiry. 

Premier Dupuy explained the position of 
the ministers and held that M. Barthou’s 
resignation was needless. 

The chamber then voted on the question 
of appointing a commission and the pro- 
posal was carried—253 to 225. 

M. Pourquery de Boissierin offered a res- 
olution inviting the government to rigor- 
ously defend the rights of the state in deal- 
ing with the railway convention. The 
chamber voted—283 to 231—to give priority 
to the proposal of M. Pourquery de Bois- 
serin over all other orders of the day. 

Premier Dupuy said he would resign if 
the vote was insisted upon, whereupon the 
chamber reversed its decision by a vote of 
264 to 246. 

M. Dupuy held that the chamber in giv- 
ing priority to such a resolution showed a 
want of confidence in ministry, hence 
the reversal of the chamber’s decision. 

At 5 minutes past 7 o’clock the chamber, 
by a vote of 263 against 241, rejected a res- 
olution offered by M. Trelat approving the 
government's conduct throughout in deal- 
ing with the railway convention. 

Dupuy Announces His Resignation. 

Premier Dupuy then ascended the tribune 
and said: 

“After this vote the chamber must un- 
derstand that the cabinet cannot continue 
to participate in its deliberations.” 

The ministers then left the chamber in 
Indian file and proceedéd to the palace of 
the Elysee and tendered their resignations 
to President Casimir-Perier. 

In the course’ of the debate M. Dupuy 
explained that it was the railway com- 
panies and not the gavernment that re- 
ferred the conventiop to the council of 
state, which decided that the conven- 
tion was durable until 1960. 

M. Marthou replied reaffirming his opin- 
ion that the duration of the convention was 
limited to 19i4, in spite of the decisicn of 
the council. If he wae mistaken, he said, 
he would prefer to retain his independence 
and withdraw rather than, as a minister, 
preside at the execution of a judgment he 
believed to be erroneons. . 

This declaration evoked a storm of ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Goblet severely stigmatized the de 
cision of the cabinet to accept the decision 
of the council as final. 

M. Milleraud said that the guarantees of 
railway interests had already cost Frazgree 
§2.000,000 francs. 

Toward the close of the debate the gov- 
ernment refused to accept a motion for the 
order of the day, pure and simple, which 
the chamber had passed and the motion 
was rejected on @ second vote by a major- 
ity of 16. 

Finally M. Dupuy demanded a vote on 
Treilat’s resolution, approving the govern- 
ment’s acceptance of the decision of the 
council of state. This resolution was re- 
jected—263 to 241. The closeness of the 
vote necessitated a recount, during which 
there was great excitement on the floor and 
in the lobbies. 

After all the mnisters had taken their 
departure the chamber unanimously adopt: 
ed a-resolution offered by M. Krantz, re 
serving the rights of the state in dealing 
with the railway companies. The chamber 
then passed to the order of the day and 
adjourned until Saturday. 

Dupuy Would Not Reconsider. 

President Casimir-Perier tried vainly to 
induce Premier Dupuy to reconsider his 
resignation. The premier would not listen 
to any proposals looking to his retention of 
office and, after a conference of forty min- 
utes, his resignation was accepted. 

Tomorrow Henri Brisson, president of 
the chamber, and M. Challomel Lacour, 
president of the senate, will be summoned 
to the Elysee to consult with M. Casimir 
Perier. 

The Official Journal will publish tomorrow 
a decree charging the members of the Du- 
puy cabinent to carry on the routine busi- 
ness of their departments until their suc- 
cessors shail be appointed. 

This evening the general opinion is that if 
a radical ministry be formed, that Bour- 
geois, minister of justice during the Pana- 
ma scandal, or Eugene Godefrey’ Cavaig- 
nac, will be premier. Those near the pres- 
ident are making strenuous efforts to as- 
sure the choice of Mourgeois. Whether a 
compcsite or homogenous cabinet be form- 
ed, probably several members of the Dupuy 
ministry will remain in office.

BESIEGED BY DERVISHES. 
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Iialian Garrison at Kassala Ruan Into 
the Fort. 

Rome, January l4.—Private advices from 
Massowah say an overwheiming force of 
dervishes is besieging the Italian garrison 
at Nassala. The garrison, which is 1,500 
strong, recently made a sortie, but the 
soldiers were repulsed and driven behind 
the fort works. General Barterieri has 
collected all the troops available and 
started from Keren to relieve the belea- 
guered garrison. Wires between Agordat 
‘and Kassala were cut and the fate of the 
company ff infantry, which started a 
short time ago to convey a quantity of 
ammunition, provisions, etc., from Agor- 
dat to Kassala, is unknown. The govern- 
ment is withholding all official news from 
Massowah.

A MINE FLOODED 


And Over a Hundred Men Thought toe 
Have Drowned. 

London, January 14.—The Diglake col- 
liery, at Hanley, was flooded this morning 
while about 240 miners were at work. The 
water came from a part of the mine which 
had been closed for some time. It swept 
through the workings with tremendous 
force, carrying with it timbers, cars and 
tools. The men nearest the shafts were 
rescued and the, others fled to remote 
workings where they would be above the 
level of the flow. It is thought that 140 of 
the men were saved and that the rest were 
drowned. This is only guess work, how- 
ever. It may be a great deal worse than 
any one may imagine. 


ELECTION BY THE PEOPLE. 


Senator Hill Announces Himself in 
Favor of a Popular Plan. 

Washington, January 14.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ater Hill has surprised his colleagues by 
coming out in favor of. the election of sen- 
ators by the people. 

In aif interview today he said: “T think 
that congress should give the country not 
only the financial legislation which it 
needs, but other appropriate legislation 
demanded by the best interests of the peo- 
ple. Among other things it should pass is 
the proposed amendment to the constit%- 
tion for the election of United States sen- 
ators by the people. This is a much- 
needed reform, thé importance of which at 
this time cannot be overestimated. The 
house, which usually is more in touch with 
public sentiment than the senate, has al- 
ready passed joint resolutions proposing an 
amendment to the constitution providing 
for the election of senators by the people 
and the resolutions are now awaiting the 
action of the senate. If the senate should 
concur with the house and pass the resolu- 
tions I have no doubt whatever that the 
amendment would be ratified by the requis- 
ite number of states. It is a popular move- 
ment. It accords with democratic ideas 
and sentiments. It would improve the sen- 
and bring. that body more in accord 
with public sentiment upon great meas- 
ures. Senators whose election is removed 
from the people and is for long terms nat- 
urdliy become indifferent to popular de- 
sires and are sluw to act upon important 
questions. 

“The democrats ought to be able to see 
where their true interest is upon this ques- 
tion and should act accordingly. The dem- 
ocratic, independent and republican press 
of the country in favor of this constitu- 
tional amendment should press the matter

Honghoks Surrendered.

“In a dispatch from Fusan Captain Tsku- 
bekan yesterday reported that the Tong- 
hak insurrection in Jurent-Sen-Do has: been 
suppressed A captured spy declared that 
the insurfgents would prove the sincerity 
of their surrender by beheading their prin- 
cipal chiefs «ad forty others. The captain 
and Corean authorities examined the 
Terghak prisoners who declared that ai- 
visions had occurred among them, and 
then the Japanese sailors and Corean sol- 
diers attacked them and completely terri- 
fied them.”’ 

General Sung’s Army. 

The Central News correspondent in Tokio 
reports. that a portion of General Sung’s 
army left Yang-Kow on January $&th for 
Ka'‘pirg and another portion marched in 
the direction of Hai-Cheur. The enemy’s 
main force retreated on January 10th to hu- 
Ho-Hee. On January Uth there was no 
sign of the enemy. The Japanese cavalry 
is now scouting the Chinese. 


General Fing, with some 10,000 Chinese, is 
in the vicinity of Eihtatoho. Othar Jap- 
anese commanders report a large force of 
Chinese in tne vicinity of Yeig-Kow and 
Lao-Hai-Ton. General Nieh, while escaping 
in a carriage on January 10th, passed with- 
in fifty meters of the Japanese, who killed 
his horse, wounded him in the thigh, and 
nearly made him prisoner. The Chinese 
mace envoy, Chang Tin Hoen, arrived in 
Shanghai this evening with a suite of fif- 
tv-eix. The Cantonese opposed his going to 
Japan and declared that he will disgrace 
China, 


A MOTHER'S DEVOTION, 


In Attempting to Save Her Children 
Mrs. Blue Lost Her Life. 

Buena Vista, Ga., January 14.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. J. P. Blue was burned to death here 
yesterday morning while aitempting to 
rescue her children. Mr. Blue was away 
from home. The fire broke out about 3 
o’clock. When Mrs. Blue awoke the house 
was ablaze. Leaving two children in a bed 
in her own room she ran to another room 
and called her two eldest boys. They hur- 
ried out, and with their mother, escaped 
to the ground. Then Mrs. Blue remem- 
bered that she had not awakened the chil- 
dren in her own room. Frantic at the 
thought that these were in danger of burn- 
ing, she made desperate efforts to return 
to them through the dining room. 

In the meantime the two boys whom she 
had awakened gained the room-in which 
the other children were sleeping by break- 
ing open a window and saved them both. 

The mother, still wild and frantic, and 
not knowing that the children were all 
safe, continued to fight her way through 
the flames and ‘blinding smoke. She fell, 
overcome with the heat and stifled by the 
smoke and perished in the flames. 

When the citizens reached the scene the 
four children were shivering in their night 
clothes and crying bitterly for their moth- 
er. The charred remains of the unfortunate 
woman were taken from the ashes yester- 
day and were prepared for burial. Her 
husband was notified of the dreadful acci- 
dent, but did not reach home until today. 


ALL TROLLEY CARS STANDING. 


Six Thousand Motormen and Conduct- 
ors on Strike in Brooklyn. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., January 14.—The trolley 
car strike began when the last night car 
had been housed, which was Shortly be- 
fore 4 o’clock this morning. Not a single 
day car on any road in Brooklyn, with 
one exception—-Coney Island and Brooklyn 
—is running out this morning. Although 
the motormen and conductors are in the 
neighborhood’of the starting stations, not 
one offered to go to work this morning, and 
the usually noisy clang of the trolley car 
bells on the busy streets is hushed. Ele- 
vated trains, although’ the service has 
nearly been doubled, were unable to carry 
the people, and during the working hours 
this morning the trains were crowded to 
suffocation. When the electricians employ- 
our power houses in the city 
went to take their night shift at 6 o’clock 
last night they were asked by the foreman 
if they would be willing to take places on 
the cars as motormen and conductors. 
They replied, “No,” and were then told 
there was no more work for them. 

This first act in the lockout threw some 
990 men eut. The employes say the action 
of President Lewis in locking out power- 
house workers precipitated the strike. 
They say President Lewis told a friend 
last night that the strike would cost the 
Brooklyn Heights Company at least hal 
@ million dollars. se

DEBBS’S CASE IN THE BIG COURT. 


His Counsel Makes Application to the 
United States Supreme Court. 
Washington, January 14.—The case of E. 
V. Debs, president of the American Rail- 
way Union, and his associates was pre- 
sented to-the supreme court of the United 
States today by C. O. Danar, of counsel for 
the imprisoned officials—Debs, et al., man- 
agers of the famous railroad strike in Chi- 
cago last summer, and recently sent to jail 
by Judge Woods, of the seventh circuit 
court, for contempt of court in refusing to 
obey the orders of the court in connection 
with that strike. They applied to Judge 
Grosscup for release on a writ of habeas 
corpus, which he refused to grant, and 
from that decision they appealed to the su- 
preme court of the United States. Appli- 
cation was made by Mr. Darran to Justice 
Harlan on Saturday for a writ, but he re- 

ferred the application to the full court. 

It was determined by the court to hear 
argument on the question of the jurisdic- 
tion of the court in respect to the writ of 
error on Wednesday after the conclusion 
of any argument that may be in progress 
on that day. 


Excitement at Carnegie’s Works. 


Homestead, Pa., January 14.—There was 
great excitement in the Carnegie steel 
works plant this morning and much dissat- 
isfaction among the men. Superintendent 
Schwab called about twenty of the most 
prominent workmen to his office and asked 
why they had attended yesterday’s meet- 
ing. Their answers being in the main un- 
satisfactory, they were discharged. The 
company, it seems, had detectives at the 
meeting and the workmen are greatly exer- 
cised, not knowing who will be the next to 
zo. The men dismissed this morning were 
among the most important in the employ 
of the company, one being David Williams, 
head roller in the ten-inch mill. It is ex- 
pected that many others will be discharged. 


Hopeful of an Early Settlement. 

Dubois, Pa., January 14.—The Bell-Lewis 
and Yates striking miners at Dubois and 
Reynoldsville had a conference with Mr. 
Bell on Friday, and as a result they are 
hopeful of an early settlement of the strike. 
Mr. Bell has returned to Buffalo, accom- 
panied by General Manager Elliott, for the 
purpose of holding a consultation with his 
firm, and Mr. Elliott is expected to return 
here today, when the company’s response 
will be received. The miners ask that all 
discharged men be taken back, being will- 
ing to do with less work in order to give 
the discharged miners: employment. Great 
hardships will surely ensue unless the strike 
is settled this week. 


WATCHING THE SUSPECTS. 


The Lagonda’s Officers Said te Be 
Hiding in Jacksonville. 

Fernandina, Fla., January 141.—(Special.)— 
Major John Anderson, of Jacksonville, one 
of the special agents of the treasury depart- 
ment, is in charge of Borden’s warehouse, 
and has placed a deputy im charge of it 
with a sufficient force of men to guard it. 
Only a few of the cases were removed 
from the warehouse to the custom house. 
These were opened there tonight and were 
found to contain rifles, knives and other 
munitions of war. There is greater excite- 
ment than ever at the discovery of these 
goods in Borden’s possession. 

They are packed in boxes which carry 
with them no suspiciom ¢f being designed 
for the encasing of arms and accoutre- 
ments.

NORTH CAROLINA’S LEGISLATURE. 


Resolution Introduced Recommend- 
ing the Free Coinage of Silver. 
Raleigh, N. C., January 14.—(Special.)— 

In the senate today the principal new bills 

were to prohibit the sale of low grade ker- 

osene oil, to prevent the working of female 
convicts on the public roads and to repeal 
the tax on merchants’ purchases. 

Three resolutions were discussed. One 
of these instructing the senators and rep- 
resentatives in congress to vote for the re- 
peal of the tax on state banks was lost by 
12 to 22. One to secure the repeal of the In- 
ternal revenue laws was referred to a com- 
mittee, after a rather warm debate. 

A resolution regarding the free coinage 
of silver was introduced by a democrat, 
who told the populists that both stood on 
Gammon ground in this matter. The popu- 
lists said this was so, but they wanted to 
go a little further. This resolution was 
also referred. 

The principal new bills in the senate were 
to provide a new election law, to protect 
girls by increasing the age of consent from 
ten to fourteen years, to require the state 
board of medical examiners to grant li- 
cense to physicians who have been licensed 
in other states. 

There was four hours debate on the pas- 
sage of the senate bill to repeal’ the act 
which provides for awarding the public 
printing to the lowest bidder. The demo- 
crats filibustered and made some good 
points, but the fusionists rushed the Dill 
through its final reading by a vote of 7 
to 44.

IN ALABAMA TODAY. 


A Strong Committee from the Exposition 
to Go Before the Legislatare, 


IT 18 AFTER A STATE EXHIBIT 


Colonel Avery Cables That Argentine 
Has Incredsed Its Appropriation 
for an Expibit Here. 


A strong delegation of exposition officials 
went to Montgomery, Ala., yesterday after- 
noon in the private car of President Smith, 
of the Atlanta and West Point road, to 
appear before the finance committee of the 
Alabama legislature today in advocacy of 
an appropriation for a fine exhibit from 


that state. 

The committee of Atlanta gentlemen is 
composed of President Collier, General At- 
torney Jack J. Spalding and Directors E. 
P. Chamberlin, H. H. Cabaniss, 8. F. Wood- 
son, Edmund L. Tyler and ex-Governor 
Rufus B. Bullock. This morning there will 
be a joint meeting of the finance commit: 
tees of the house and senate of the Ala- 
bama legislature and the exposition com- 
mittee will appear before it. The members 
of the committee will make a strong ap- 
peal for an ample appropriation for an Ala- 
bama exhibit. 

The committee will be received in Mont- 
gomery by the Commercial and Industrial 
Association and will be shown marked at- 
terrtion. Governor Oates and other state 
Officials will be present at the meeting this 
morning and listen to the argument made 
by the Atlanta committee. 

It is understood that a very favorable 
sentiment exists in Alabama concerning 
the appropriation, and it is thought more 
than likely that it will be made by the leg- 
islature. Alabamians realize the wide- 
spread importance of the Atlanta exposi- 
tion and are desirous of making a go0oc 
show for their state. 

Colonel Avery at Work. 

A cablegram was received by President 
Collier from Colonel Il. W. Avery yester- 
day morning to the effect that the Argen- 
tine Republic had increased its appropria- 
tion of $15,900 for an exhibit at the Atlanta 
exposition. The amount of the increase 
was not stated. Much interest exists in 
Argentine in the exhibit and it will be one 
of the most interesting at our exposition. 

An Illinois Building. 


The Chicago Herald had this excellent 
editorial advocating an Lllinois building 
at the exposition last Sunday: 

“The north will go south numerously next 
autumn to see the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition at Atlanta. It is im- 
portant that the north shall dv all in its 
power to show not only its sympathy with 
this first great effort of the cotton belt to 
give new impulse to the manifold industries 
connected with its chief agricultural prod- 
uct, but also to bring south and north into 
closer commercial and social relations. 

‘“fllinois has, perhaps, a greater interest 
than any other northern commonwealth in 
making known to the trade of the south ad- 
vantages to be had within her boundaries. 
Muclr of the northern commercial connec- 
tion of the southeastern states might far 
better be with us than with the northern 
seaboard or the middle or New England 
States. We can sell the south nearly every- 
thing her people need, and as railroad facil- 
ities are improved between the lakes and 
the southeastern portion of the country it 
will be easy for lllinois and the south to 
come into a relationship which will be prof- 
itable for all concerned. 

“There are many reasons why the state 
of Illinois should have a building at At- 
lanta. As the scope of that exposition is 
relatively less in all respects than that of 
the Columbian fair at Chicago a great. ap- 
propriation will not be required to put up 
and suitably maintain an Illinois building 
which will be worthy of this great state, a 


. resort for Illinois people at Atlanta and an 


ornament to the fair architecture, whose 
standard is graceful and appropriate. 

“There is a surplus of about $100,000 left 
over to the credit of the commission repre- 
senting the state of Illinois at the Colum- 
bian fair. The legislature can do what it 
pleases with this money. An appropriation 
of $50,000 should be made for a becoming 
representation of the state at the Cotton 
States and International exposition. Pro- 
cedure to this end should be bégun forth- 
with, as there is no time to lose. The At- 
lanta exposition opens next September. A 
small commission should also be appointed 
to have charge of the Illinois buildings and 
Illinois interests there. 

“There can be no question of politics in 
this matter. Only a narrow and perverse 
spirit can find pretext for refusing a sub- 
Stantial expression of the good will of our 
people to the south. The agricultural, man- 
ufacturing and commercial interests of IIlli- 
hois demand representation at Atlanta, and 
their demand also can be met in the way 
suggested,”’ 


SELMA’S ALTERNATIVE. 


The Waterworks Company Must Com- 
promise or Lose Its Charter. 

Selma, Ala., January 14.—(Special.)—For 
several years past there has been a war 
between the city council and the water- 
works company. The city is due the water 
company about $7,500, but offered to compro- 
mise the matter for $4,500. 

The ground of: compromise is that the 
water company is only entitled to that 
because the contract has not been complied 
with in furnishing wholesome water for 
drinking purposes in the summer time and 
also for not giving the requisite power for 
fire purposes.

Fifteen Carloads of Provisions for the 
Nebraska Sufferers. 


THIS 18 GEORGIA’S CONTRIBUTION 


The Decorated Train Leaves Tonight—Tbhe 
Work of Ex-Gov-rnor Northen in 
Getting the Supplies Ready. 


Tonight at 8 o’clock the Nebraska train 
will leave Atlanta, billed to Lincoln, Neb. 

It will be loaded with supplies to relieve 
the wants of the suffering Nebraskans and 
will be a notable contribution. 

From every section of the state the peu- 
ple of Georgia, in response to the appeal! of 
ex-Governor Northén in behalf of the Ne- 
braska sufferers, have shipped large stores 
of meat, fuel, provisions and supphes of 
every kind to Atianta for the relief of the 
starving multitudes of the northwest. 

In her own warm-hearted and open-hand- 
ed way Georgia has responded to the call of 
her sister state, and tonight at 8 o'clock, if 
the train can possibly be made up by that 
hour, a rare picture will be presented toe the 
people of Atlania, in the pulling out of the 
weighty cargo of provisions. 

The train will be composed of fifteen cars 
and every car will be loaded from top to 
bottam. Each car will be packed as tightly 
as cars can be packed with supplies for 
the relief of want and destitution, and they 
will travel as fast over ground as their 
wheels can revolve under the pressure of 
steam. 

At present the supplies for the spfferers 
are at the Georgia Pacific depot. They will 
be transferred this morning to the central 
part of the city, and if there is no delay or 
interruption the train will be ready to leave 
the city this evening at 8 o'clock. 

The train will start from the side of the 
Kimball house and everybody will be given 
an opportunity to see it. 

The distance between Atlanta and Ne- 
braska will be made in the shortest time 
on record and no delays or unnecessary 
stops will be made along the trip. The 
route of the provision train will be over 
the line of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road to the extreme terminus of the road in 
Tennessee. From that point it will be tak- 
en up by the Illinois Central railroad and 
thence conveyed by the Burlington route to 
Nebraska. / 

Mr. Ed Grant has agreed to paint a nu- 
ber of large placards for the train. Each 
car will bear the inscription: ‘‘Georgia to 
Nebraska,”’ and underneath these signs oth- 
er mottoes and expressions will be printed, 
bearing upon the contents of the car or in- 
dicating the section of the state from 
which the contribution wag received. Every 
large town in the state and many smaller 
ones have been touched by the stories of 
destitution that have come from the north- 
west, and they have come to the relief of 
the sufferers nobly. 

This is one of the grandest enterprises 
that has ever enlisted the heart and brain 
of Georgia’s ex-governor. He has bound 
the two states of Georgia and Nebraska in 
a tie that nothing will ever be able to dis- 
solve. and the relations between the south 
and the northwest will be even more cordial 
‘on account of the sympathetic liberality 
that has moved the great heart of this com- 


monwealth, f 
‘A feature of the big train tonight, when 
all the coaches fall into line, will be the 
coach bearing the contribution of the In- 
ternational and Cotton States exposition. 
This will contain everything in the way of 
provisions and will be decorated in bright, 
attractive colers that will give it identifi- 
cation along the route. It will prove a 
splendid advertisement for the exposition in 
addition to serving its paramount purpose 
in the relief of this destitute locality. 
Death from Starvation. 

It is, indeed, a distressing fact to know 
that hundreds of people, who have always 
fared well in their home comforts and who 
have never known until the present crisis 
what it was to feel the pangs of hunger, 
are absolutely starving for the want of 
bread. 

Many of these people belong to families 
of culture and refinement. In order to avail 
themselves of the advantages held out to 
them by a new and undeveloped country 
they conceived the idea of settling upon the 
vast tracts of land in the northern part of 
the state of Nebraska. It proved to be a 
hapless move for them, however, and hun- 
dreds who have not been able to leave 
their homes, and who are utterly unable 
to procure work of any kind, are slowly 
perishing for the want of sufficient food to 
support their mere bodily existence. 

To one who has not figured in these deso- 
lating scenes that are now being enacted 
in the northern part of Nebraska a mere 
description of the sufféring of these people 
is not sufficient to convey even the slight- 
est impression of their need. Such want 
and devastation havenever been experi- 
enced by the people of Nebraska, and pos- 
sibly such dire distress has never before 
been known in this country. 

From One Who Has Been There. 

Mrs. M. V. Richards, who returned not 
long ago from that section of the country, 
and who is familiar with the situation as it 
now exists in the northern part of Nebras- 
ka, was seen yesterday afternoon at the 
Kimball house. 

“The situation cannot be overdrawn,” 
said Mrs. Richards, “I have never encoun- 
tered such desolation in my iffe, and the 
people of Nebraska deserve the considera- 
-tion of all who are kind enough to help 
them in their present distress. For miles 
and miles the country. through which I 
passed a few weeks ago presented a pic- 
ture of complete devastation. The villages 
and settlements resembled ships in mid- 
ocean. Everything was bare and desolate 
and the people were leaving the country as 
fast as they could get away. It was no un- 
common thing to see emigrant wagons en- 
tering the larger towns. of central Nebraska 
bringing their freight of refugees from the 
northern part of the state.” 
In explaining the cause that brought 
about this unhappy condition of affairs, 
Mrs. Richards continued: “The suffering 
in Nebraska is not due to the cold weather, 
but to the hot winds that have blighted the 
crops and completely destroyed all vegeta- 
tion in the northern part of the state. It 
was during the month of August, I believe, 
that these hot winds swept over Nebraska. 
Like the burning breath of a furnace, they 
destroyed everything in reach and the 
promise of a rich harvest was ruthlessly 
destroyed. On a farm of 300 or 400 acres 
only a few bushels of potatoes were pro- 
duced.

At presént, 
however, they are completely destitute and 
have neither provisions nor money. If a 
car load of food was sent to them they 
would scarcely be able to get the benefit 
of it unless the charges were prepaid. This 
is a true pictyre and the suffering of 
these unfortunate people is not over- 
adrdwn. The climate of Nebraska is mild 
and pleasant, and the soil, especially in the 
northern par; of the state, is rich and pro- 
ductive; but just as the crops begin to ma- 
ture the hot winds come along and every-

IT WAS A TRST CASE 


The Supreme Court Decides Upon the 
Liability of a Bank. 


AS TO CHECKS PUT ON DEPOSIT 


Judgment of the Lower Court Was BRe- 
versed—It Is an Augrvsta Bank 
Case of General int rest 


A decision of considerable importance to 
banks and their depositors was rendered 
by the supreme court yesterday morning 
in the case of Bailie vs. the Augusta Sav- 


ings bank. 

The main question inviweed was as to the 
liability~of a bank with which a check 
upom a bank in another place is deposited 
by a customer, where the bank receiving 
the check from the customer fails to col- 
lect it, by reason of the neglixence or fail- 
ure of duty of the correspordent or agent 
to whom it sends the check for collecti*n. 

Mrs. Sarah E. Bailie was a depositor of 
the Augusta Savings bank, and doposited 
with it a eheck drawn by another person 
upon a bank in Wilmington, N. ©. Tre 
bank with which the check was deposited 
credited it to the account of the depositor, 
and forwarded it to the bank upon which it 
was drawn, for collection. That bans, two 
days after it received the check, suspended 
payment and was taken eharge of by a re- 
ceiver, without having transmitted the pro- 
ceeds of the check to the Augusta bank, 
although at the time it receivid the check 
it had funds to meet it, and charged the 
amount of it to the account of the maker, 
having canceled it and credited the proceeds 
to the Augusta bank. | 

The Augusta bank, upon learning ef the 
failure of the Wilmington bank, charget 
off the deposit on the acevourt of STs. 
Bailie. aving failed to obtain the money, 
or the Check, Mrs. Bailie brought Susat 
against the Augusta bank in the ely court 
of Richmord county for the amount of the 
check. A verdict was rendered in favor 
of the bank, «nd Mrs. Bailie carried the 
case to the supreme court, where it was 
ably argued in_her behalf by Messrs. 
Frank H. and William K. Miller, and in 
behalf of the bank by Hon. James R. La- 


mar. 
lt was contended, on the part of the de- 
fendant. that a bank, under these circum. 
stances, is not liable if it has exercised 
reasonable care in the selection cf the cor- 
respondent or agent to whem the check is 
sent for collection. This was the view éen- 
tertained by the judge of the city court. 
Numerous decisions by the courts of the 
state for and against this view were cited 
by counsel, but this is the first time the 
question has come before the supreme court 
of this state: That court reverses the judg- 
rent of the court below, the headnotes of

WALLS COME DOWN 


Venable Brothers Will Tear Down the 
Old Capitol Today. 


APPRAISERS HAVE NOT YET AGREED 


7 
Venable Brothers Undecided What They 
Will Build on the Site of the 
Old Capitol. 


The hand of the destroyer will be placed 
upon the old capitol building this morning 
and as fast as the workmen can do the job 
its historic cld walls will be pulled down. 
Preparations for tearing the building down 
were begun yesterday afterncon., 

The building was condemned several 
weeks ago by the board of building inspec- 
tors and the city council indorsing that 
action, ordered the owners of the building 
to take dowr. certain portions of it within 
fifteen days. 

Yesterday was. the last day of the limit 
set by the.council and in compliance with 
the order, Venable Bros. began the pre 
lMminary work of removing the dangerous 
walls of the building. 

Scaffolds to be used for sliding the brick 
and material composing the building from 
the upper stories into the street were erect- 
ed yesterday, and this morning the work 
of taking down the menacing structure will 
be begun in earnest. 

The delay in beginning the work has been 
occusioned by the failure of the insurance 
companies and the Venable’ Bros. to 
reach an agreement as to the fire loss on 
the building, the insurance companies ob- 


jecting to the buildiag being interfered with 
until the appraisers had been through it 
and assessed the damage. 

The eppraisers have not yet finished their 
labors and rendered a decision, but have 
progressed so far in the work that the ob- 
jection to tearing down the building made 
by the insurance companies, has been with- 
drawn, and in a few davs the condemned 
portion of the structure will be removed. 

Mr. W. H. Venable was seen yesterday and 
said that his firm was as anxious as any- 
body to get the walis down, and that the 
work would have commenced immediately 
after the fire, but for the objection of the 
insurance companies. 

Mr. Venable said that he recognized the 
great danger to human life and property 
which existed as long as the building re- 
mains in its presen; condition, and that a 
sufficient force of men would be put to 
work to remove it in a short time. 

Only the condemned portion fronting on 
Marietta street and the west end of the 
building will be torn away at present, unless 
the council takes further action and orders 
the entire building taken down. 

Fears were expressed by builders and 
architects yesterday that when part of the 
walls of the structure were destroyed, the 
remainder of the building would become 
unsafe by losing support and that the 
portion now considered sound and safe 
would fall. 

On that account further action of the 
council is expected by many, it being the 
intention of Venable Bros. to tear down 
only the portion condemned by the inspec- 
tors, unless an additional order of the 
council is made. 

Messrs. Amorous, Traynham and Long- 
ley, the three appraisers appointed to-ad- 
just the fire loss on the building, have 
made several thorough inspections of it, 
but have not been able to come to a con- 
clusion as to the amount of the damage. 

An agreement is expected to be reached 
today or tomorrow, however, as to what 
proportion of the $125,000 insurance carried 
by Venable Bros. om the building, wil! he 
awarded them. It was rumored yesterday 
that the insurance companies would seek 
to get out an injunction preventing the own- 
ers of the building, or the city, tearing the 
walls down, but the rumor was declared 
to be groundless by representatives of the 
companies interested. 

Mr. A. L. Waldo, speaking for the insur- 
ance companies, said that no obstruction 
would be placed in the way of the building 
being torn down by his or other companies, 
and that the only objections the companies 
have had was on the ground that the build- 
ing being the only evidence of the damage, 
it should remain intact until the appraisers 
had decided on the actual fire loss. 

Venable Bros. say they have not consid- 
ered the question of rebuilding on thé lot, 
but i¢ is the general opinion that a hand- 
some modern structure will soon be erected, 
the lot being considered one of the most 
valuable and best located in the city.

Capiain Arnall yesterday issued over a 
hundred pcstal cards, notifying the Virgin- 
ians who live in Atlanta of the meeting 
and stating its purpose. The celebration of 
the birthday of the great. general will be 
under the auspices of the Virginia Society 
of Atlanta, of which Captain Arnall is pres- 
ident, but every former Virginian who lives 
in this city will be expected to assist in 
making the celebration what it should be. 

The features of the day’s celebration will 
be an address on General Roberti E. Lee, 
by ex-Governor Fitzhugh Lee, a reception 
by the confederate veterans of Atlanta to 
General Fitzhugh Lee, and a magnificent 
banquet at the Kimball house Saturday 
night by the Virginia Society. 

The full details of this celebration have 
not yet been agreed upon and the meeting 
this afternoon is called for the purpose of 
making final and definite arrangements. 
Captain Arnall has very wisely invited all 
the Virginians in the city to participate.

Ingalls of Kansas. 

The possible return of John J. Ingalls 
to the senate revives public interest in 
one of the most picturesque figures in 
American politics. 

But the Kansan is not a great states- 
man. He an orator who has said 
more fine things, and borrowed more of 
them, than any eloquent talker of this 
generation. The Washington News very 
happily characterizes him in the follow- 
ing: : 

In the history of all nations some one 
of its public men has had a peculiar pict- 
uresqueness of character, which gave them 
a fame disproportionate to the impress 
which they left on its times. In ancient 
Greece this characteristic was exemplified 
by Alcibiades. He possessed a fine oratory, 
a great magnetism and was the ideal of the 
Athenians, yet he left no lasting Impres- 
sion of good on Athens. He originated 
nothing, though he amplified much. In 
Rome a Macaenas, patron of letters and of 
wonderful versatility, occupies a like place 
in history. In France a Mirabeau dazzled, 
and in England a Sheridan enthused. They 
all possessed receptive minds, biit not the 
remotest scintilla of originality. Their com- 
mand of their different ldnguages was won- 
derful. They could enthrall their lsteners 
With flights of eloquence which astonished 
and carried the soberness of common things 
to enthusiastic delirium, yet not one of 
them could be pointed to as originating one 
single law that made a betterment to their 
countries, 

In this class of noted men can be placed 
John James Ingalls. As a senator his fame 
extended through all this land. His biting 
Sarcasmns overcame every fveman whose te- 
merity was sufficient to impel him to cross 
lances. His verbiage was quaint and purely 
his own. His voice was sui generis. It,

j in any one else, would have been painful in 


its shrillmess and penetration. Yet in him 
it was one of his chiefest charms. His com- 
mand of pure English was boundless. He 
was a brilliant meteof flashing through a 
sober and dignified body.

' Shrinkage in Farm Values. 

According to official statistics there 
Was a shrinkage of $3,000,000, as com- 
pared with the values of the year pre- 
vious, on 1,000,000 acres of land which 
changed hands last year in sixty-two 
Ohio counties. The New York World 
Says: 

What is true of Ohio is more or less true 
of the agricultural land in the entire coun- 
try. It has been forced lower and lower 
from year to year ‘until now the causes of 
its decline are growing cumulative in their 
effects. 

It would require much space to enumerate 
these causes in detail, but they may be 
summed up in the statement that the gov- 
ernment policies of the United States and of 
Europe are being ‘dictated to an increasing 
extent by the cities, and in the cities by 
men who are ignorant of nearly everything 
outside of their special line of business. 
The extent of this ignorance in the ruling 
class is often alarming in the extreme to 
those who are sufficiently well informed to 
understand its effects. 


This explanation will not do. Every- 
body knows that the shrinkage in farm 
values is caused by the adoption of the 
gold standard. When England adopted 
it after the Napoleonic wars her farm- 
ing lands decreased in value steadily 
for many years, and thousands of mid- 
dle class people who had been well-to-do 
were utterly ruined. We are now going 
through the same experience, and the 
Shylocks who forced the single gold 
standard upon us knew just how it 
would work. 

If silver should be remonetized there 
would be a gradual rise in the price of 
farming lands and in the price of staple 
products. 


mnuch poorer 
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Silver Still the Issue. 

The Springfield Republican has an 
editorial article going to show that “a 
silver revival is now in order.” If it 
were necessary fur our contemporary 
to be strictly accurate we should cor- 
rect it by saying that there is no silver 
revival, but a renewed determination of 
silver men to imsist on the enlargement 
of our stock of fundamental money by 
the unlimited coinage of silver. They 
have seen all sorts of schemes invented 
for the purpose of postponing this event 
go to pieces—schemes in the interest 
ef the banks and schemes in the interest 
of the gold trust—and, in the nature of 
things, they feel that their position has 
been greatly strengthened. 

Undoubtedly The Republican per- 
ceives that the men who stand for the 
restoration of silver occupy a stronger 
position at this moment than they did 
when some of them were duped or 
bribed into consenting to the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the Sherman act. Their 
opponents in both parties have fallen 
into confusion and cannot be rallied to 
the support of any definite plan. Public 
opinion, Which is erystallizing behind 
the silver men, and which made itself 
manifest in the recent repudiation of 
the criminal folly of the democratic con- 
gress, is partly responsible for the lack 
of harmony that exists among those 
whom the money sharks had temporarily 
persuaded or subSidized. 

The first step taken—-the unconditional 
repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman acit—was a piece of duplicity. 
Enough of those who voted for the 
measure to make a majority were per- 
suided that it was necessary in order 
to reach bimetallism. They were told-- 
if they did not deliberately invent the 
statement—thai, after unconditional re- 
peal, the administration would move 
for the restoration of silver as provided 
in the platform. But these men have 
now discovered that unconditional repeal 
was a scheme in the interests of: the 
Wall street usurers. What is worse, 


-the people have discgyered it, and they 
‘have repudiated the party they deem 
| responsible for it~the party they placed

in power to carry out the Chicago plat- 
form. The people struck blindly, as we 
believe, but they struck hard, and under 


the foree of the blow the democratic 
congress, without a leader, without defi- 


nite aim, is hopelessly divided on any 


plan to reform the currency, especially 


when,they see that every plan that is 
proposed by the administration is purely 
a makeshift, 

The only reasonable and coherent 
plan is that which proposes to enlarge 
our stock of primary money by tbe 
restoration of silver. What wonder, 
then, that the silver men should per- 
ceive and congratulate themselves on 
the fact that no plan can possibly pass 
this or the next eongress that does not 
provide for the unlimited coinage of sil- 
Ver? 

The people of the country can well af- 
ford to congratulate themselves that the 
democratic policy of restoring silver has 
such powerful and unpurchasable cham.- 
pions in congress. 


The Monroe Doctrine. 

The Pan-American monument to be 
erected at Rio Janciro is a remarkable 
tribute to the United States. It will 
be surmounted by the figure of Presi- 
dent Monroe, “whose famous doctrine,” 
Says the official document placed inside 
the foundation stone, “teaches the peo- 
ple of the new world to unite in order 
to prevent intervention by European 
nations in the internal affairs of Amer- 
ica.”’ 

All the Spanish-Americam republics 
take an interest in this monument, and 
were represented when its corner stone 
wis laid a few weeks ago. Such an ex- 
pression of sentiment on the part of 
our southern neighbors should be very 
grailfying to our people and should 
make them more firmly determined than 
ever to maintain the Monroe doctrine in- 
fact and enforce it promptly and vigor- 
ously. , 

At the present time England is delib- 
erately extending her colonial system 
Within the territorial limits of Vene- 
zuela, and she refuses to arbitrate the 
question of a disputed boundary line. 
Undoubtedly, if she persists much lon- 
gér in her course the United States will 
have to interfere in behalf of Venezuela 
or ignominiously abandon the great doe- 
trine which has been a part of our pol- 
iy since 1823. 

We are unwilling to believe that our 
government will abandon a just policy 
Which is so strongly favored by the 
Spanish-Americans, whose friendship 
und trade we are naturally anxious to 
cultivate and hold forever. <A decided 
stand now in behalf of Venezuela would 
be applauded throughout Central and 
South America, and the inhabitants of 
those countries would show their appre- 
ciation of it by giving us the greater 
Share of their custom, which now goes 
to Europe. Congressman Livingston is 
exactly right in his effort to’ bring about 
an arbitration of the differences be- 
tween England and Venezuela, and his 
recent resolution on that line should be 
heartily supported by his colleagues. 


Another Republic in Sight. 

Well informed observers in Europe 
confidently predict that in the course of 
a few weeks Italy will become a repub- 
lic, and that Crispi will be its president. 

IKking Humbert, it is said, understands 
the situation and knows what is com- 
ing. He has deposited $30,000,000 of 
his fortune in London, and is ready to 
leave the country at a moment's notice. 
He has plenty of courage and is not 
afraid to fight anything, but he is too 
sensible to engage in a hopeless strug- 
gle with his own people. 

The downfall of the Italian kingdom 
is due to several causes. A few years 
ago the government went from the sin- 
gle silver standard to the single gold 
standard. The banks issued a lot of 
paper money and finantes became bad- 
ly mixed. The people resisted the col- 
lection of taxes and finally eame to the 
conclusion that they would take a new 
start with a republic. The pope’s sym. 
pathies are with the people, and in a 
quiet way the influence of the vatican 
has been exerted against the monarchy. 

Crispi is idolized by the people, and 
he will naturally be the head of the new 
government. Whether the republic 
will endure and better the condition of 
the country time alone can determine. 
One thing is certain—its establishment 
will give republicanism in other Euro- 
pean countries a fresh impetus, and we 
may expect to hear of great changes, 
even in such countries as England, Ger- 
many and Russia.

Henry Watterson, in 
The Louisville Courier-Journal; Clark How- 
ell, ‘n The Atlanta Constitution, and many 
other representative editors, are warning 
the Tennessee democratg that they are 
adopting a policy which will deepen and 
widen the lines of cleavage in the solid 
south. Twenty-one democratic journals in 
the state are condemning the plot in the 
most outspoken and fearless way. From a 
republican point of view, nothing could be 
more timely and useful than this campaign 
of outrage, revolution and ¢rime, for it 
will tend with destructive force to break up 
the democracy in the south. Henry Clay 
Evans is a good republican who has won 
a gallant fight, and he ought not to be 
cheated out of a well-earned victory. But 
there will be large and adequate compen.

The Cotton Situation. 
From The New York Sun. 

Louder than ever through the states of 
the farthest south rings tne cry which hag 
been heard for years, ‘“‘Reduce the cotton 
acreage.” At the capital of the state of 
Mississippi, the fifth or sixth convention of 
the cotton planters and factors will be 
opened tomorrow for the “solution of the 
cotton problem.” The factors have drawn 
up a plan for the planter, under which the 
cottoh crop is to be cut down one-third or 
one-fourth as soon a8 three-quarters of all 
the planters agree to it. We are unable to 
see how any Such plan can be carried out. 
It seems to us wholly impracticable. 

Both the factors and the planters declare 
as they have declared for years, that cotton 
cannot be raised with profiit at the ruling 
market prices; but the fact remains that 
the planters have continued to raise and sell 
it through the years in which they have 
made this declaration, and it is hard to sup- 
pose that they have steadily lost money upon 
their crop, while the acreage devoted to it 
has been contantly Increasing. Surely, if 
the planters suffered an annual loss they 
would reduce thelr acreage without prompt- 
ing. : 

In the plan drawn up by the factors for 
adoption by the American Cotton Growers’ 
Association there is one provision which 
can never be enforced, It is that in case any 
planter shall exceed his allotted acreage, 
a committee of the association will be “au- 
thorized to desfrSy the excess at the ex- 
pense of the offender.” This will never do. 
It can never be tolerated in any state under 
the control of law. It would be " 
It would certainly lead to the murder of 
those of the planters who defended their 
property or asserfea their lawful rights. 

We venture to say that if any committee 
shall ever attempt to execute this dbomina- 
ble proviston in any southern state, the 
eommittee will very soon be landed in jail.

Judge Lumpkin had.a busy day of it yes- 
terday, disposing of several divorce suits, 
signing a number of orders and beginning 
the hearing of the suit of the American 
Press Association against the holders of 
The Atlanta Evening Herald mortgage. 

The last named suit was begun yesterday 
morning arid a jury was‘selected in time 
for the merits of the case to be entered 
into yesterday afternoon. The whole mat- 
ter is over a mortgage given to S. Barnett 
by The Atlanta Evening Herald Publishing 
Company to the amount of $8,000. 

There are other petitioners in the case 
and a vigorous fight is being made on the 
mortgage. The plaintiffs allege that the 
mortgage should not hold geod, 
and allege fraugk: They declare that The 
Hlerald was insolvent at the time of giving 
the mortgage and that this fact voids it. 

The mortgage was given, among other 
things, for the purpose of taking up @ 
mortgage for less amount. It was given on 


‘the Hoe press upon «which the paper was 


printed. That press is now stored away 
at the junction of Edgewood avenue and 
Line street. It was worth about $12,000 
when new and would now bring not less 
than $5,000. - 

The Atlanta Evening Herald had a bril- 
liant career. It was begun by Mr. Azmon 
A. Murphey and was printed in Prohibition 
hall on Alabama street. Later Rev. 

W. Smali took hold of the paper and began 
to push its interests. It was then pur- 
chased by a stock company, at the head 
of which was Mr. T. J..Kelly and Mr. 
Josiah Carter. Later tt was moyed to 
what is now known as The Herald building 
on Broad street. For about a year and a 
half a bright afterhoon paper was published 
under their direction, but the meney ran out 
and it was forced to suspend publication 
after moving from The Herald ‘building to 
the little building where the press now is, 
The case will be taken up again today.

In Judge Lumpkin’s court yesterday morn- 
ing Mrs. S. J. Lammons was granted a 
total divorce from her husband, A. A. 
Lammons. They were married in 1871 and 
lived together for nearly nineteen years.

There are fine different charges made 
against Captain Baker.

It is understood that there will be no at- 
tempt made to disprove the statement that 
the barroom at the old National hotel, in 
which place Baker was employed, “was the 
rendezvous of hobos, crooks and thieves 
from every part of the country,’’ but it will 
be denied that Baker was in any way con- 
nected with the criminal occurrences which 
are reported to have transpired there. 

The sensation of the day will be the coun- 
ter charge that this place was under police 
immunity and protected by some of the de- 
tectives.

“That's the only charge of Wright’s that 
has a grain of truth in it,” said a friend of 
Ceptain Baker’s yesterday. “I know all 
about that affair. It was this way. I know 
just what the facts are, and you will see 
that on the trial this will be the only 
charge that will show up as having any 
truth. 

“It was about the Ist of May, '92, as stat. 
ed, and one day a man, no one knows who 
he was and no one will ever know, came 
in to the National hotel bar. He was in an 
irtcxicated condition, very much 80, and 
vben Baker saw him he ordered him to 
leave the place. The man became very abu- 
sive, so much soe that Baker was forced to 
put him out. As he came up the drunken 
man grabbed a pistol] from his pocket and 
started to fire. Baker snatched it from him 
and handed it quickly to some one standing 
in the crowd about. Then he proceeded to 
put the man out. Whea he went back the 
crowd had dispersed and Captain Baker 
never once thought of the pistol. 

“Several days after, Fred Cooper, who, 
by the way, will be one of the principal wit- 
nesses for the prosecution tomorrow, came 
into the bar of the National and threw $1.90 
over the counter, Baker wanted to know 
what it was for. Cooper told him that he 
had sold the pistol which he had given him 
and that was his share. That was the first 
time Baker knew anything about the sell- 
ing of that pistol. He took the money, 
‘cussed’ out Cooper for his presumption and 
tried to find the man from whom he had 
grabbed the pistol in order to return him 
the money and explain. But that man 
couldn't be found and he never came back. 

“That's the way it is with this charge. 
About the others there is not a particle of 
truth, and in many instances when Baker 
is charged with robbing and with being 
a party to some of those dirty crimes men- 
ticned it will be proved beyond all doubt 
that he was the first man to report what 
bad happened to the detectives and that he 
was always on the side of law and order.’

“I am confident that the most enthusiastic 
bear on Wall street.will agree with me that 
a crop of cotton of only 7,500,000 bales, would 
bring 10 cents per pound, thereby yielding 
to the planters $375,000,000, leaving 2% per 
cent of the cotton land of last year to rest, 
or be planted in corn, peas, clover, sorghum, 
potatoes and profitable crops; whereas the 
10,000,000 bale crop of last year at 5 cents 
per pound (and this crop won't average over. 
5 cents per pound) has yielded the planters 
only $250,000,000, which is $125,000,000 less, 
without the corn’ peas, ete., produced on the 
25 per cent reduction of cotton land. 

‘Ig there any business sense in such sul- 
cidal policy of planters in planting all cotton 
and glutting the market?" 

“No: it is time for us to stop and ‘consid- 
er, before we bankrupt ourselves and make 
paupers of our children. The people of 
Georgia who know me, Know that I am a 
plain, practical business man, and that I 
am not trying to delude the planters by

The Mills of the South, Great or 
Small, Are All Paying Well. 


LABOR 


I$ CHEAPER AND BETTER 


Freedom from Ruinous and Oppressive 
Legislation—Other Advantages That 
Maketbe South a Tempting Field. 


The representative business men of At- 
lanta are a unit in their expressions of en- 
couragement to the moving of cotton mills 
from New England to this section. and they 
are all ready and anxious to join in an ef- 
fort to induce the mills to be brought to 
Atlanta. 

In all probability a meeting wil] be held 
during the week to put Atlanta’s claims be- 
fore the mill builders. 

The recent determination on the part of 
certain capitalists in the north to increase 
the capacity of mills already established in 
this city shows with what favor Atlanta is 
regarded by them as the proper place for 


‘the establishment of this variety of indus- 


tries. 

Tiere is a vast deal of enthusiasm among 
the Atlanta business nien aroused by the 
recent determination of many of the Jeading 
cotton manufacturers of the northeast to 
bring their enterprises to the south, and it is 
already clear that there will in the near 
future be some concerted action among local 
financiers and tradesmen here for the ad- 
vancement of the claims of this favored city 
as a most desirable place for the plants 
that are to be brought southward. 

President Stewart Woodson, of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, is profoundly 
interested in the matter and will likely call 
a meeting of the members of the organiza- 
tion in the near future to take action on this 
important matter which may be brought to 
bear so pleasingly upon the future develop- 
ment of the city. 

President Woodson was not in Atlanta 
yesterday and could not be seen, but it is 
said that he contemplates calling a meetine 
at the Chamber of Commerce immediately 
upon his arrival in the city for the purpose 
named. 

Other southern cities are taking quite an 
aggressive hand in this husiness. Columbia. 
S. C., yesterday held a meeting and deter- 
mined to send a large committee headed by 
the mayor of the town to New England at 
once to confer with the mill men who con- 
template moving their enterprises to the 
south with a view to getting them to locate 


_ their plants in the city of Columbia. Atlan- 


ta’s business men will probably do some- 
thing of a definite nature within the next 
two or three days to induce the mill men 
to come here with their extensive indus- 
tries. 

Atlanta has many superior advantage? 
over other cities of the south and the plucky 
business men of the city will not hesitate 
to make them known with material induce- 
ments to the northern capitalists to conk 
to this city for location. 

Mr. Inman’s Views. 

‘It is certainly a step in the right dt 
rection,” said Mr. S. M. Inman, talking of 
the matter. “There are many reasons why 
the south is a more desirable field for the 
manufacture of cotton than the north,” he 
resumed. ‘“‘Here we raise the raw materia). 
Of course, this is the first thing to be con- 
sidered in the south’s favor, It is the part of 
wisdom to manufacture cotton goods as 
near as possible to the fields where the 
cotton is raised. The advantages of this 
particular consideration are so clear and 
so numerous that it is hardly worth while 
outlining them. If cotton millsare located 
within easy reach of railroad facilities and at 
the same time are brought nearer to the 
eotton fields of the south it is too clear that 
their profits will be greater. 

‘Another considerable thing to consider is 
the fact that here in the south the question 
of labor does not rise up as some bugaboo 
to intimidate ind interfere with the cotton 
manufacturing industry@ Our labor is of 
that class that is not troublesome. The lIa- 
boring classes at the south sre peaceable, 
broad-minded ;people—men who earn their 
livings by honest, faithful toil, men who 
are never seeking by some loophole to get 
out of an obligation, men who make con- 
tracts to be regarded sacred and not bro- 
ken. in utter recklessness. Labor here is 
cheaper than in the north, because living 
is cheaper. There is more h¢althful en- 
vironment to labor at the south than in 
the north. The climate 4s such as enables 
the workingmen to work all the winter and 
all the summer and never be troubled un- 
duly with disease. Land is chearer, cot- 
tages can be built more cheaply, room rent 
is cheaper—everything cheaper and better 
for the laborer at the south than in the 
closely built cities of New England and 
the north. 

“Again, the advantage of a reduction in 
running expenses is an item to be consid- 
ered in our favor. The factories will be 
nearer the coal regions here than in New 
England, thus making the item of expense 
for fuel a much smaller consideration than 
it is where fiiq@ now are located. I am 
not fully posted as to w pecial kind 
of coal these factories use, but I suppose 
it is the ‘steam cecal’ that is used so 
abundantly here among the factories and 
mechanical industries of the south. This 
coal is in easy reach right here in Atlanta 
and is abundant throughout the south. As 
to power, the south vies with any section 
fm the abundance of its water power. 

“Lastly, the advantage offered by the 
gouth from the standpoint of freedom from 
legislative restrictiong is something not 
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to be lost sight of by any means. This is 
indeed, one of the most important matters 
in this connection to be taken under con- 
sideration. I have noticed that many of the 


termined to come south with thelr mills 
have given as a very notable reason the 


tion by all manner of binding laws that 
have been gradually inflicted upon them 
by the states in which they have been doing 
business and in which they are now estab- 
lished. 

“Georgia offers special encouragement 
to such manufacturers. I am informed that 
in some of the New England states there 
has been a tax imposed upon the mills by 
the spindle; that is to say, the state legis- 
latures have thrust upon the factories a 
very heavy and unbearable tax on each 
spindle that is run. This, in my opinion, is 
one of the chief causes that is at work in 
breaking up the mills of the east and turn- 
ing the attetion of the owners to the south. 
They see more freedom here end not so 
much legislative oppression. This is one 
point that needs to be looked into by the 
scuth in its inducement to get the mill men 
of the north to come here with their capi- 
tal and their enterprises. If we can open 
the gates of the south to them and give 
reasonable and rightful freedom from legis- 
lative restrictions, I am sure we can offer 
most satisfactory, 1 might say tempting, 
inducements to the New England cotton 
manufacturers to come t>? this section and 
particularly to come to Atlanta and to 
Georgia.”’ 

Colonel Rucker on the South. 

Colonel J. H. Rucker, the well-known 
banker and cotton buyer of the Maddox- 
Rucker Company, this city, is enthusiastic 
in his expressions as to the advantages of 
the south over the north for cotton manu- 
facturing. 

“Why, there’s not a cotton factory in the 
state, great or small, that I know of that 
is not paying handsomely,” said he. ‘There 
was a man in my’office this morning from 
the town of Roswell, near Atlanta, who told 
me his factory—not a very large one either— 
had paid 12 per cent dividends this last year. 

“I hear the same thing from all. They are 
all running along busily and are paying 
handsomely on the capital invested. 

“I believe the time has come with the low 
price of cotton and the increasing disad- 
vantages in the north for the cotton milis 
to come southward. I believe the cotton 
manufacturers of New England have at 
last come to the realization that this is 
the place for them and that they will quick- 
ly execute their recently announced deter- 
minations to: leave the New England dis- 
tricts and plant their industries in the 
southland. 

“It is too clear that the cheapness of 
everything here is a great inducement to 
the removal of the mills to the south. | am 
told that the mills of Atlanta are all pay- 
ing well, and we never hear of such a thing 
here as an outbreak of operatives and gen- 
eral discord and discont, The laborers, being 
of an intelligent and liberal minded class 
do not have time to loaf around and talk 
idle schemes to get something for nothing. 
They work hard and earn a good living, and 
finding everything cheap and times pros- 
perous they are satisfied and contented with 
their lot. There is little or no sickness 
among the factory workmen in the south. 
They all have healthful homes and nice 
cottages and they live in ease and good 
health. This is no small consideration. 
Think of the poor laborers of the cotton 
mill regions of the north, freezing up in 
winter and dying with disease and starva- 
tion, perchance it may be when the wheels 
stop turning afid there is no work*to be 
done. Such a state of things does not exist 
at the south. Here we have a strong, health- 
ful class of laborers at work and the facto- 
ries pay them for their work. They are nev- 
er out of work unless by some hard strain 
in the dull summer season, once every year 
or two the management of a mill here and 
there finds it necessary to shut down for 
awhile.” 

Mayor King Talks About It. 

‘We must do something to set forth the 
advantages of Atlanta to the cotton mill 
capitalists and to bring them to this city,” 
said Mayor Porter King yesterday. 

“T am sure that something will. be done 
very soon t6 encourage the discontented 
manufacturers of the north to come here 


Atlanta is the central point and the gate- 
way of this entire region of country for 
such industries and certainly has superior 
advantages over other southern cities. 

“Now is the time to act and there should 
be some determined step looking to the 
bringing of our full share of these factories 
to our highly favored city.”

of crganizing under the charter, a sub- 
scriber who was subsequently elected pres- 
ident ‘‘verbally guaranteed the subscription 
to be $50,000," without subscribing for or 
agreeing in wWiiting to take and pay for 
the additional stock necessary to make up 
the $50,000, this was not such a compliance 
with the terms of the original contract as to 
make the same binding upon ihe other sub- 
scribers, and it was error to refuse to so 
charge the jury.

An equitable petition al- 
leging that the plaintiff had been defrauded 
of certain described lots of land, or the 
value thereof, by a series of fraudulent and 
unconscionable acts perpetrated upon her by 
various persons named as defendants, the 
petition setting forth in detail a history of 
these acts and thereby showing that each 
and all of the defendants had more or less 
connection with the same, and in effect 
charging that the wrongs done her in the 
premises were the result of a conspiracy 
among the defendants in which they all to 
u greater or less extent participated, and 
praying for appropriate reiief as to each, 
Was not demurrable for multifariousness 
or for misjoinder of parties, or for misjoin4- 
er of causes of action. 

2. One of the alleged grounds of fraud

Lumpkin, J.—-1. The act of September 21, 
1887 (acts of 1887, p. 57), authorizing judges 
of the superior courts to call special terms 
to grant charters to corporations, is not 
unconstitutional, either as being a special 
law enacted in a case for which provision 
had been made by an existing general law, 
or as infringing the constitutional require- 
ment of uniformity in the jurisdiction, pow- 
ers, proceedings and practice of courts. 

2. While a corporation formed under the 
provisions of section 1676 of the code may 
not begin to transact the business for whic 
it was chartered until 10 cent of the 
capital stock has been paid in, it may, k2- 
fore this has been done, organize and col- 
lect subscriptions to its canital stock. This 
is one of its methods of realizing the 10 per 
cent essential to its legally beginning the 
transaction of its corporate business. 

2. Where & number ef persons sigh a 
written contract by the terms which 
they agree to subscribe to the capital stock 


tained by reason of injuries inflicted in con-

Therefore, where the question at 
issue is one of fact, involving none of the 
mysteries of a particular craft, but only 
such matters connected therewith as are 
ensily within the comprehension of reason- 
ably intelligent men engaged in the ordi- 
nary pursuits of life, opinions of experts 
thereon are not admissible, though the fact 
under investigation may be in some way 
connected with such particu’ar trade or 
calling.

BAILEY 1S ON TRIAL 


John Carr's Case Will Be Called for 
Trial Next Week. 


INDICTED TOGETHER, THEY SEVERED 


The Jury Was Secured Yesterday After a 
Session of Several Hours—Judge 
Clark on Jurors’ Duties. 


The cases of John Carr and B. E. Batley, 
charged with being accessories to the mur- 
der of Captain H.. ©. King before and 
after the fact, were called in the superior 
court yesterday morning. John Carr is a 
brother of Alex Carr, who has been con- 
victed of King’s murder. 

Jalley and Carr decided to sever their 
casez, though they were indicted jointly, 
and the state elected to put B. E. Bailey 
on trial first. Both men were in court 
and both were decidedly pale, but it was 
the pallor brought on by remaining in- 
doors for a great length of time. 

Bailey, who is decidedly stout, was not 
as nervous as John Carr, who is a rather 
wizen-faced, gray mustached man of thir- 
ty-five or more. Carr was taken back to 
jail, and it is not likely that he will be 
put on trial until the first of next week. 
The attorneys for Bailey are Colonel 
Thomas W. Latham and Mr. Frank L. 
Haralson. John Carr is represented by 
Messrs. Arnold & Arnold. 

A motion was made by the attorneys 
of Bailey to quash the indictment, but 
this move failed and the case went to trial. 
The attorneys for the prosecution are 
Solicitor Hill, Judge James A. Anderson 
and Captain W. D. Ellis, of Ellis & 
Gray. 

The selection of the jurors proceeded 
Slowly, as a great deal of time was taken 
up in the striking. It was shortly after 
1 o'clock when the jury was completed 
and Judge Richard Clark gave them a 
very severe talk regarding juryroom eth- 
ics and the law that .could-be brought 
to bear upon jurors who were lax in 
their duties. In this talk he stated that 
the members of the Alex Carr jury would 
have certain acts of theirs investigated 
and that the proper punishment would be 
appiied. 

The first juror selected was John W. 
Simmons. When asked what his occupa- 
tion was he stated that he was a coffin- 
maker. He was acceptable to both the 
state and the defendant and was made 
juror No. 1. 

The selection of jurors progressed very 
Slowly. Judge Clark announced that he 
wou.d not adjourn court at the regular 
hour, which is 12:30 o’clock, but would 
continue in session until the panel of forty- 
eight was exhausted. 

This announcement did not make the se- 
lection of jurors any more rapid and it 
was 1:49 o’clock when the twelfth man 
was selected. His name was M. B. Bowen

Judge Clark Forewarns Them, 

After it had been agreed by the counsel 
that the jurors should be allowed to no- 
tify their families of their legal detention 
and should be permitted to receive tobac- 
co from the bailiffs and to take a walk, 
Judge Clark gave-them instructions. 

in the course of this talk Judge Clark 
said: 

“There is now a motion, for a new 
trial pending in a case of this kind because 
some of the jufors are said to have read 
papers containing accounts of the trial 
which they were engaged tn. If they did 
so, it may cause a new trial to be granted. 
They have laid themselves liable to punish- 
ment by a fine or imprisonment for con- 
tempt of court. I shall have the matter in- 
— and find out which ones did 
this. 

“I want to say to you, gentlemen, that 
you must not read papers’ containing 
any reference to the trial which you are 
engaged in. If you do, and it is discovered, 
I shall punish the offender or offenders. 
It is a violation of your duties.” 

The court then stood adjourned until 
thig morning at 9 o'clock. 

| What the State Hopes to Prove. 

From the evidence which the state claims 
to have in its possession through its wit- 
nesses it would seem that there is a very 
strong case against Bailey. 

Bailey was seen standing within a few 
feet of Carr when he shot King and was 
seen to walk up to him and half shove him 
up the street. He was also heard by sev- 
eral people to urge Alex Carr to run, but 
Carr retused to accept the advice. One of 
the main witnesses for the state is Mr. A 
P. Morgan, the wholesale grain merchant. 

Bailey’s wife was with him yesterday 
during the trial and his brother sat near 
him. The cage is: one of much interest.
